Reading, Pa.. May 15.—Shortly before 


10 o'clock last FriJay night a collision 
of passenger trails occurred on the 
Philadelphia and Reading railway at 
Exeter Station, six miles below Read- 
ing. The express train which should 
have left here at S:30 p. m. for Phila- 
delphia v.-as behind schedule time in 
leaving, and stopped at Exeter for or- 
ders. 
A special train from Harris- 


burg, bearing excursionists who had 
attended the Hartranft monument un- 
veiling at the capital, left here 20 
minutes later than the express train, 
and at Exeter, while proceeding at a 
rapid speed, crashed into the express. 


The engineer of the express train 


was Dan Wildermuth, of Conshohock- 
en, and Fireman John Kemnierer. In 
the cab of the excursion train's loco- 
motive were Engineer Harry Orrell, 
of Philadelphia, and Fireman Everett. 
Both escaped death by jumping, and 
Everett declares that Orrell jumped 
but an instant before the crash. 


The monster Wootten engine plowed 


through the iv.-o day coaches in the 
rear of the express, completely tele- 
scoping 
them, 
and 
then 
leaped, 


with terrific energy, on top of the 
Pullman parlor car. the Orpheus, com- 
pletely shattering the lazter, and send- 
ing a rain of splinters over all. 


Under this great mass were pinioned 


many of the passengers, and under the 
debris of tiie first three coaches of the 
special were other 
passengers, for, 


their momentum suddenly stopped by 
the resistance offered the locomotive, 
these coaches were literally splintered. 


The other coaches of this train es- 


caped, as did also that portion of the 
express ahead of the Pullman. 
This 


car evidently had acted as a sort of 
buffer for the coachss ahead, and so 
the occupants escaped with only a se- 
vere shaking up.

A Kail-vvay Expression That lias Been 


Obsolete for Year*. 


Angus Sinclair, editor of Locomo- 


tive Engineering, lias written the fol- 
lowing interesting letter to tlie Ne\v 
York Sun upon an oft-repeated jour- 
nalistic error. He says: 


"I am anxious to know why it is 


that all reporters, in writing about 
collisions of railroad trains, always, 
without exception, says that "on seeing 
the ilauge-r 
the engineer whistled 


''down brakes," reversed the lever, 
and jumped od' Are there any ency- 
clopedia instructions to write these 
words"? I am aware that they do not 
describe v.iiat happens, but I aai curi- 
ous to knosv why the description is al- 
ways so uniform. 


"The expression 'down brakes' has 


been obsolete for two generations, an J 
there are few trainmen today who 
know what it means. 
It has never 


meant anything since the brake lever, 
hung upon a hook, could be released 
by the brakemau and permitted to let 
the brake shoes press upon the wheels. 
This is a very ancient method, and 
has not been e-uployed for the last 
half-century except on coal jimmies— 
those four-wheel cars that have long 
escaped the scrap heap. 


"I wish to tell what an efficient lo- 


comoiive engineer has to do when a 
collision is impending. 
He shuts oft 


steam, applies the air brake, opens the 
sand valves, and jumps. To perform 
these operations takes about five sec- 
onds, and in that time all that human 
effort can accomplish for the safety of 
the train and passengers has been 
done. 
The man who remains on the 


engine after these duties have been 
carried out does no good, ily expe- 
rience of men remaining oa the loco- 
motive after they have done all in their 
power to stop the train is that they 
kept to their post through nervousness 
or through fear to go through the try- 
ing ordeal of jumping off an engine 
running at high speed. I have been 
through the ordeal and know some- 
thing about it. 


"All well-regulated railroad compa- 


nies instruct their engineers never to 
reverse their engine after the air brake 
has been applied, because it slides the 
driving wheels aad reduces the resist- 
ing power of the brakes." 


A Snow-Slide in the Eockie*.

but a "slide brings down a mass of 
rocks and trees with it, and these 
must be removed with axe, pick and 
shovel.

300 men—engi- 
neers, tiremea. section-men and com- 
mon laborers—worked for five days, 
sometimes as much as thirty-six hours 
without sleep, all cheerfully risking 
their lives in the simple performance 
of duty—a commonplace courage, but 
ail the more genuine for that—and 
finally, after losing four or five of 
their number, cleared the track for 
five blockaded trains.

thiougli in the midst of a howling 
blizzard, and, after various mishaps, 
the east-bound trains reache.l the 
eastern slope of the mountains.

came two feet of snow, blizzard after 
blizzard, and the blockade was once 
more established.—Harper's "Weekly.

The members of the audience smoke 


as many cigars and cigarettes during 
the performance as they cb.oo.~e. Al- 
though the place is fairly well ven- 
tilated at the sides, the atmosphere 
sometimes gives a hazy look to the 
stage, which in the regulation small 
theatre stage fitted with curtains which 
do not roll np, but are simply gath- 
ered aad whisked above by the ropes, 
which run puckering string-fashion. 
Directly in the centre of the stage at 
the front is the prompter's cage. 
The 


prompter stands three-quarters be- 
neath the stage, libretto in hand, a-nd 
the ai-tors depend ou him to get 
through their lines.

seat the performance is very absurd. 


The orchestra is an up-to-date or- 


ganization, of Filipinos, directed, by a 
Avise-looking, gray-headed man who 
wears glasses and smokes cheroots 
throughout the performance. 
The 


bass viol is stationed directly behind 
the director, who occupies the centre, 
aiid the first and second violins are 
arranged on either side. The reed 
instruments arid horns fill out the 
ends. The orchestra is composed of 
fifteen pieces and handles fairly diffi- 
enlt music with much grace. 


Eight-thirty is a little early for reg- 


ulation Spanish diners to reach the 
theatre, so it is usually the case that 
the audience is not complete until near 
the end of the first act

bell gives warning that the show is 
about to begin, and at the second ring 
tiie footlights are turned on and the 
orchestra plays up the curtain. Per- 
haps the operetta deals with Spanish 
police in pursuit of villains wearing 
the old style Spanish knickerbockers, 
sash and turban, aad are counter- 
parts of the average creation of the 
American cartoonist who wishes to 
caricature Spain.

Nearly every man wears a wliite drill 
coat adorned with a small knot of 
Spanish colors. Some of the men have 
save;! enough of their j;ay to enable 
them to don white trousers, bat the 
majority of them appear in the blue 
madras affairs in which they probably 
fought against the Americans six 
months ago. 
"Gloria Espano" is one 


of the favorite songs of the Spanish 
soldiers, and the peseta gallery is each 
night filled with Spanish prisoners 
out of the walled city on permission, 
who demand vociferously that the 
glee club siug it. 
Whether it is con- 


sidered that the singing of "Gloria 
Espana"' would not be pleasing to the 
Americans under the conditions that 


eiist or not is not known, but it is • 
noticeable fact that the chorus invaria- 
bly declines to siug it. 
The Spanish 


soldiers listen to the chorus through a 
song and then scream and applaud for 
an encore. 
When the curtain goes 


up for the encore the din breaks out 
again, and the cry is ''Gloria Espana!" 
The opening notes plainly tell that 
"Gloria Espana" is not to be on the 
bill. 
Indignation breaks forth and 


the leader is compelled to silence his 
men until the racket subsides.

Monotony. 


Of late years much has been learned 


of the manner in which nature works, 
but the amount of secrets which na- 
ture has carefully locked up is in vast 
proportion greater 
than the 
little 


scraps of knowledge we have been 
able to secure. Bud variation is one 
of those mysteries yet unsolved. 
It 


is not an uncommon thing to find a 
plant or tree, which for years has 
borne flowers or fruit according to 
rule, as one might say, all of a sudden 
send out branches of a character often 
widely different from that of those 
which have preceded them. It is more 
remarkable, as a fact, that when these 
different branches are cut from the

A healthy appetite craves and di- 


gests the food material which the svs- 
teui requires. 
If we know that i:i in- 


fancy milk is es.seatiul to the human 
organism, because before the age of 
six months, or thereabouts, the "phy- 
siological machinery" is not prepared 
for the digestion of starchy foods: that 
in childhood sugar and starch and fat 
are required to supply the elements 
especially needed for growth; that in 
yo;ith bread and meat in abundance 
are necessary to meet the increasing 
demands which development imposes 
on the constitution; that in mature 
life, when the brain is most exercised, 
digestible phosphatic salts are needed 
to repair waited tissue; that in old age 
less food is required, and bread, as 
the nonagenarian Sir Isaac Holdea 
asserted, renders the arteries "like 
furred boilers'"—if we find, in brief, 
lhat every period and condition of life 
has certain exigencies in which reason 
must take instinct for her guide—we 
should listen to the voice of instinct, 
realizing that the appetite is subject 
to a "law of its own." This law does 
not involve the fallacy that instinct is 
not to be trained or disciplined: it 
only requires that the function of in- 
stinct be given due recognition.
